EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel Claims 16-26 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 1 6- 
26 directed to Group II and Group III non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 
16-26 been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-15 are allowable. 

Regarding Claim 1, 

Marks discloses (column 3, rows 10-20) suspending a plurality of elongate 
particles in a liquid ; applying a electric or magnetic field to the suspension to orientate 
the particles with parallel longitudinal axes and have random distribution as shown in 
Figure 9. 
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The prior art does not disclose wherein the suspended elongated particles in a 
liquid have random rotations about the respective parallel longitudinal axes. 

Claism 2-15 depend on Claim 1 , therefore are allowable.
